In early life he was a subject of 
religious impressions, and, at the age of eleven was 
converted...joincd the Saptist church...began preaching 
at age 19...ordained at age 21 at New London, Chio where 
he was pastor for several years, but came to central Iowa 
early in 1655. He settled at Toledo, where he organized 
First Baptist Chureh there in iiay,1655. iie was the pioneer 
Baptist ministcr in all the rezion of Iowa occupisd by the 
Jowa Valley Association, and was for years the only Laptist 
Minister within a radius of forty miles; sand was obliged 
to travel far and wide across bridgeless streams and 
pathless prairies to meet his appointments and attend 
funerals, sometimes comphlled to swim the Iowa River 
bearing his clothes above his head.

By his will, dated April 10, 1847 (Will record D, pp. 
302~4.), William Mapes bequeathed 160 acres of land in Edgar 
county, Illinois, to each of his three sons: Cyrus, Marcellus, 
and Isaac, The farm in Madison township, Muskingum county, Ohio, 
was to be divided equally among his widow and three daughters-- 
Julia Ann, Mary Ann, and Lucinda-- when Lucinda attained the age 
of 18 years, Other land, located in Jackson township, Muskingum 
county, was to be sold.and divided equally among his children 
Cyrus Mapes, Catharine Newburn, Marcellus Mapes, Julia Ann Mapes, 
Isaac Manes, Mary Ann Mapes, and Lucinda Mapes. Not mentioned 
is William's youngest daughter, Sarah Margaret, born about 1848, 
(See Muskingum County Probate Court Guardian Docket, vo. BE, pp. 
44 and 12.) The indications are that Sarah Margaret was the 
daughter of William Mapes by his marriage to Margaret Tidball in 
1847, while the older children were by his marriage to Margaret

(dated) Dec. 28,1948...Alford Miller settled 1$ miles west of 
Mansfield, Indiana, Parke County, about 1840 on 320 (acre) farm(.) 
(he) buLLt a large two story house at the foot of a hill(.) of 
corse there wes a good spring. The house burned a few years back 
but the spring is still in use(.) there has never(been) bin a well 
on the farm. The spring branch went down along the road and 
furnished water for the (stock) stalk when in pasture. the farm 
was about half hill and half lush bottom land of the best quality. 

He married a Torr and they had a fanily as follows: Perry, 
Ewing, Emmie(Moore), Hunn(Chapman), Siss(Brubeck), Matilday Hansel, 
second marriase a MePheeters, Usher, Freemont, Joe, Third a Torr. 
Marreh, she married Miller...Matilda Hansel MeClen and a boy I don't 
remember his name but they died young...Lora Anna, Gharley, Siss. 

(April 1, 1878 Fred Hansel and family left by covered wagon 
for Arkansas taken from Grand Fathers Diary) 

I remember Grand Pather helping me in the wagon. He was a 
large man wore long white beard and hair...the next I remember 
wes crosing the river at St.Louis and seeing the teams on the bank 
loading sand and I called them goats as I guess they were small } 
meee There was a man by the name of Eppert rode to St.Louis with 
us but I don't remember what became of him. But in stid of going 
to Ark. we went to Jackson Co.,Mo,. 

I remember one evening we came to a nice grassey place and 
pulled in for to camp for the night but about the tise we got a 
good fire going a man came and made us move on, 


The next I remember we were having in a small house no barn.. 
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we tied the horses to the wagon...Father had gon to Richill to help 
build a rail road and while he was gon Mother and the girls were 
peannshe and the house got on fire as there was no cnimley or 
celiling...the pipe just went out through the roof. but they got 

it out before it did much damage...they used the wator we had 
carried some distance from a spring of corse(my bucket was small) 
Father came home one night and the horses wes tied to the wagon 

and Charley our best horse got tangled up in @ roap and tore his 
lips all luce and cut his leg so bad they shot hin. 

The next place we lived was a pretty good 3 room log house 
this was in 1882...Mother was gitting worse all the time and én 
Aug. the 18 the youngest girl Sisie died and on Sept. 9 Mother 
past away. I remember the last word she said Father said to her 
Tilda can I get you a drink of water she replied No Fred No and 
past away in a few minutes, Tney are barried at Woods Chapple a 
few miles from Lee Summit, Mo. The graves are about 25 feet from 
the north east corner of the Woods Chappel (Cappell) I was there in 
1922 but no markers, 

The next place I remember living was in a 2 room (log of corse) 
house,..”’e had to sell the team to pay the funeral expences...Dad 
went to work at what ever he could get to do, mostley making rails 
in the winter time and farm work in summer,..he would walk to his 
work from 1 to 5 miles, in the winter time he traped for pole cats 
or skanks as some neople call then. He would get up earley and 
go to his traps on way to work he mad pretty good at it a skunk 
with a white stripe back to his ears was called a star and brought 
$1,00 to $1.50 if the stripe went half way back on his back it was 
called a short stripe and run 757 to $1.00 ff the stripe went over 
half way 1t was call long stripe and 507 to 75¢

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I remember a verrey large dog came to our house and one day Father 
killed an akind him and tackea the hide on the side of the house 
ana he got 41.50 for it when it got cured out. I forgot to say 
the skunk hides had to be stretched on a board 6 in. wide and 
sharpened on one edd and the hide was pulled on the beard with 

the flesch side out to dryé from 3 weeks until you got ready to 
Bell, I know one time he sold 450.00 worth, 

While we lived here a man came and brought a Mr,Poke Potter 
with him to be for(e)man and they had 20 or 30 men cutting cord 
wood. It was cut 4 ft long and split just so they weren't to(o) 
heavy to handle. They kept 10 or 12 teams hauling to Bluesprings 
and shipped to Kansas City. Potter had one boy about 3 years old, 
They lived with Een Head his brother in law, He got to seeing Lora 
and one day they got married, Dad wae pretty mad but everything 
worked out very well, Finally they moved to Ark, Sister Anna kept 
house for us untill we déeided to fo down in St.Clair Co. to see 
Unkle Ben Irwine they had come from Ind, Ben's wife was Daa's 
Sister Lizzie. We had taken some furniture with us and we got a 
home on a Da(i)ry farm. Dad worked all the time and Sister Anna 
worked 3 or 4 days a weak, I kept up the fire ana pleid(played) 
with my dog...in the Spring Anna married Sam Young...he was a 
farmer boy but they went to Shell City and started a livery barn, 
Dad & I went back to Lee Summit...Dad got a farm job..1 lived with 
a famley by the name Deerfield at Harvest Time I rode the lead 
horse as it took 5 to pull the binder...we cut 100 a of wheat 
80 a rye...I got sone close(clothes) for my work. Then I got a 
job watering cattle 150 head 14 miles to water twicst a day and 
50 head of mules once a day...I was there 6 weaxs and got 8 dollars, 


I went over-whers Dad was cutting corn and he had made arrangements 
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for me to stay at Silas Reeders(he was from Parke Co.Ind.) and go to 
school with his 2 small boys 2 miles up the railroad to Lee Summet, 

- Dad came over one day and said we were going to Ark, when he got 
dun shocking corn and he thought we would get there for Chrismass 
dinner, 

When he got through we started by train...we got to Nettleton 
Ark about 4 in the morning had to change trains for Gainsville 
about 20 miles the agent said out train wasant due untill 8 o'clock 
and then it might be 2 hours late and as Nettleton was just a 
rr crossing not a single house so Dad said we could walk to 
Gainsville if the train caught up we would ride so we road 5 or 6 
miles got there for Chrismas Diner. 

Well, I don't know how they lived but we always had something 
the next morning...we took dogs and a gun end went out and found 
@ hog and killed it. They had a man bored(boarding) with them they 
called him Dutch, He had a gog that would track hogs and nothing 
else, Dutch made his living hunting hogs for other people the dog 
would find a bunch of hogs and hold them by running in and biting 
one and then they would run after him and he would run towards us..

Well, we want deer hunting several time...saw several deer but 
they were to(o) smart..and get away before we could get slose enouf 
to get a shot. 

Well, on the 22 of March Dad said Lora we are going to look for 


Bome work we never done a days work all winter. She ask how much 
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money he hed he replied not a cent she gave us 42.10, 

We made of(f) I well remember the first night we come to (a) 
house about sun down and they said we could stay. the house was 
a large living room with a big fire place and had 2 beads(beds) in 
the corners...the kitchen was small..the famley composed of the father 
4 girls ages from 16 to 8 Hired mad houn dog pet pig we all settled 
around the big fire after supper and the hired man intertained us 
on the violine,.the girls quarled whoe could hold the pig on ther 
lap so bed time came they took us out and we slep in a small room 
built of lumber at one end of the big house the room was ventilated 
but we hed a good bead and plenty of cover charge 50% the next place 
I remember we utayed 10 or 12 miles from Birds Point that is just 
across the Miss,River from Caro,Ill. We had walked all day and faden- 
seen &@ person and-onley one nouse,..Not even a train the last 4 miles 
the water was ail most up to the ties thts was what they called 
Nigro Wall swamps We got through about sun down there was 3 small 
cabins the firs one couldent keep us but the second they would... 
this was a verrey small one room no windows one door no floore or 
chimley built tne fire on the dirt floor and the smoke went out 
through a big hole in the roof...there was one boy about 10 he and 
father mother slep in one end and we the other so the next morning 
dad said we had no money but would work it out so we agreed to 
work one day and staid 2 nights so the next morning we started for 
Birds Point got there about ten o'clock but no money and the onleay

I went with Dr, one day 4 miles...we went to a nice place but 
they had 5 or 6 cabins back of the house for there collard help... 
there 3 or 4 collerd women about there work and several collard ec 
children play about in the yard, and some distance down in the field 
was 4 or 5 teams plowing harrowing and planting corn a white man 
a@resed in a white shirt as boss...Dr.told me what to do while he 
road down to see the boss and I did as told. and when they came back 
the boss called me ever thing but a gentleman but I did not say a 
word because I thought I was more of a gentleman than he was... 
Well, the 3(rd) Monday morning Dr.told Dad to yoke up an ox team 
and go to plowing...Dad said he was to old to work oxen. Dr.said 
be go up to his office and he would be up and pay us. so we went 
4 miles and at 11 o'clock he came and opened the ofice set down at 
the desk end wrote out a recint and shhd to dad Sign this...Dad 
looked it over and said AG eat right...Whye is it not right... 
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Well, we worked two HXKH weak whitch would be 47.50 and all I got 

was a5¢ for tobaco and 25¢ for washing and this is onley for $4,00 
well you was there 3 Sunday and I charged you 41.00 a Sunday for 
board...Dad was mad and I said a few words(I won't cote(auote) but 
signed it and we started for Birds Point...Dad kept talking about 

how Dr. treated us I said to him Dad I would not have signed it... 

he said we are nothing rete what else could we do...Well, we 
got back to Birds Point about 4 o'clock but it was & mi wheme we 

got one to Carro(Cairo)...went to a cheap hotel for the night, f 
con't remember I think it was the second day we got a job from the 
post office man in a small town at $1.00 per day and board ‘ie 

stayed all night and the next morning he took us to the farm we crossé 
a small river by fairy(ferry) I think it was the little Wabash,..he 
made arrangements for us to stay on the farm..We built fence along thé 
river and set the post slanting down stream so as to let the trash 
“would not hang on them when the river got up. We nailed spolit rails 
to the post with the old cut nails and you had to learn whitch way 
to set the nail or you would split the rail. 

I do not bemember how long we were there not over a weak, he 
was a nice man he came over and had us go over and stay all night 
With him and started for Ind. the day before we got to Vinsants 
(Vincennes) Dad said we would not git dinner and when we git to 
Vineants we would take a train to Terre Haute...we had a hard time 
getting .a place to stay finley(finally) about & o'clock we got a

he would board and clothe me so I went the first day of Sept. Mr, 
Adams had his second wife and a man around 35 or 40 they had a child 
about a year old. This is the fall of 1858. Well we moved that 
fall and started to school about Oct.15 and went to the sane shcool 
the Cofman boys went to the Ames School 2 mie of Bridseton. 

In the fall of '89 we Mr,Adams moved down 10 miles south west 
of Terre Haute 2 miles s w of Praireton and by this time we had 2 
babies. Well we had out 35 A of corn and some wheat etc. I had to 
(do) all the farming and milking as Mr.4dams had to help with the 
house work. One Sunday I went over to Greenfield Bio the folks from 
Terre Haut drove down for the day and a Mr.Wildon had boats he 
rented and I helped him some and caught minnows and sold to the 
fishermen and a few Sunday I made a 31,00 mostley 25 or30Z 

Well the Caption August Mr.J,A.Rea, Mr,Adanus stepfather came 


down from Bridgeton and Sunday morning he and I went over to the 
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river to get some fish...he said to Charley you are working to(o) 
hard hers, Well What will I do I haven't enney place to go. Well 
you can bring your close to my house onney tine...so that put me to 
thinking. Mr,Adams had promist me I would get to go to the Bridget 
fair if we got so much wheat Ground broke so it was fare time the 
dast of Aug. and Adams gave in 31.50 and I was of and as Mr, Rea had 
somes horses at the faire he was the first man I wanted to see...he 
Said he would not hire me till I G0% Wy close away from Adams so I 
Sot wy BESS cousin and a horse & buesy and drove down to Prairileto 
on Sat, and back an Sunday I went to Reas and he gave me 412,00 per 
mo. (in the)fall of 1889 I worked 6 or 8 weake and started to 
Eridgeton School and don part of the feeding for iy board the next 
Summer he gave me $13.50 per mo. and the next year he gave me $15.0 
Dad had got married and lived in Bridgeten he wanted ne to come and 
live with him and go to school £0 I started to school the first day 
and went 2 weeks and the teacher Sot sick for 2 weeks but I went up 
to Bob Mitchells and got a job aigging potatoes and they wanted me 
to come and stay there for the winter ana do the feeding for my 
board...Uncle Eob fed the nogs and Aunt Lida did the milking and I 
took care of 3% horses but I Got to doing the milking for Aunt Lida 
‘Spring come Mr.fea sent a note over by his granddaughter to school 
Saying he had 4100.00 in the bank and if I would come ana work 5 mos 
i could have it. IX told Mr,Mitchell ((end of notebook) ) 


August ‘the 18-1674,,.Charles PD, Hansel was borned 13 miles west of 

Mansfield Parke Co.,ind, on the upper Eridgeton roed, the 5th child 
of Fredrick and Matild (Miller) Hansel, the house 1s 8t11l1 standing. 
(dated Dec.25,1948 when written) the place was owned by grandfather

",eeethat fall I went to the World's Tair at Chicago 1893 ana I 
got a safty bycle that summer and that fell I started to school,. 
we had some new students and one of the Girls took my eye and still 
has it after 50 years, 

The spring of '94 I was tired of farm work so I got to be a 
book agent for a book called OUR HOME..I came to Terre Haute and 
took 2 weaks traing and aid verrey well when I worked everyday but 
of corse Sat. after noon I had to take off for Bridzeton to see if 
the water was still running over (the) dam and it WAaS..e“Monday after 
noon before I could (co) back to work I rode my byke it was about 
25 mi, I worked in sothern Fountain Co. In the fall '94 I was at 
Bridgeton when my Uncle made ne a proposion so I want to work for 
him. He was to give me 752 per day and keep my one horse I trade 
the wheel for a 3 year old horse, After a while he said the days 
were gitting tol(o) short so we did not work much, He had told me 
in the fall we would farm. he would furnish every thing and give me 
1/3 in Feb. I asked Uncle how nuch corn we would put out, he said 
the 6 A field was ell old Click and I eould tend. Mall would have 
a Galf and he did not want to buy another horse. so the next 
morning I said I was going to Mansfield for 2 Gays Il want and got 
& job of Dan Miller and he wanted me to start right eway. I returned 
and told Uncle I had a job at £20.00 per mo and they would keep my 
horse, He replied just as expected keep you all winter and then 
leve when spring comes, I replied you don't expect me to work all 
summer for 1/3 of 6 Acorn. (He returned thanks three times a day) 

Well we waht to work cutting loss to remodle the old house,, they 
lived on grandfathers old place...I stayd there till late winter I 


went to Merrett Mitchells and was there till the fall of 065% 
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Mitchell rented the Bridgeton mill that fell and I went with him 
I worked in the mill and bored with them. Nov.13,1898 we got married 
Mrs,Hansel taught school that winter and we livea with her PoKestin 
Spring we got a 3 room house ecrost from the Bridgeton school I had 
bought 2 ote joining the peace we lived so we built a 4 room house, 
That fall Mr.,Mitehell died and the mill sold. Mr. Sprague and 
the new boss couldent agree so Sprage weat to Montezuma in 150 bbl 
mill I went overe in the epring and road a bike home on Sat. I 
came home for July 4 and before I got away we hed a baby girl 
July 4 1596 in corse of time the owner of the mill came over to 
Montzuma,..Mr,Nordvke of Nordike and epee: fous at Indienapolis and 
fired the miller and super. and put in a new Super and gave me the 
miller's job. and we moved to Montezuma for over a year they sold 
the mill and they made a corn mill of it and said I didnot (i)now 
corn milling and we moved back to Bridgeton and I worked at the saw 
miil all so i started in the mones I dug cole for 5 mo 3 ft cole 
verrey wet. then went on top worked and finley I got in the boiler 
room firing from 3 to 11 that was every day work. after a year I 
had got out of dstt all so had 2 zgirls...I went to another coal co, 
got a day job for a year there got to be weigh boss and stayed with 
that for several years..,Tney cane and wanted me to come and run 
the Bridgeton mill so I went after = few mo. the boss and I agrede 
to disagree and I came to Vigo Co. to see the old mill on Otter 
Creek,..it was idle but in good shape...so I rented it for one year 
with the privelege of 4 more the first year was 430. per mo. there 
after $40, per mo. I had #350,00 and one hopre and a carriage so I 
bought a sprirg wagon to deliver with as 1t was G6 mi, to T.H. I 
worked this was in 1911 Feb, and we had three girls now. 


I worked slong for a few mo, then% a good friend James Peterson 
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loned me °1000,.00 at the end of the mill lease 4 year I nought the 
mill for 4006,00 I had a nice business when war One came along we 
had to furnish corn meal for substitute, I got orders to grind 200 
bbl of flour for the governsent I was so buisy I call the city mill 
Mr,Sparks but they said I wold hafto grind it so I get bussye paid 
35¢ for jute bag and leaded out 200 bbl I gave them s car price 
whitch was 40¢ per bbl off but the sovernnent sent the bill back and 
I aded 407% per bbl and in two weaks I got the check o.k, 

Water power is fine when you have water but so often when 
business is good water in acarce so I tried eéllcirisety but could 
not get but 20 H.P.Single fase was all the power so I put in oil 
enzin and it was not satisfactory so I out in steam whitch was fine, 
in 1938 we had grown some in sted of O14 Bob and the one hosse wagon 
we hed Studebake(r) truck whitch earried 5 times..one ton and a 
runabout ...6 men and Miss Marey Jones for book keeper...I was 
offered %15000,00 for the mill a weak before 1+ burned (Mr, Hulman 
made the offer) we lived in N. Terre Haute till 1920 as the three 
girls had to come to T.H. to high school we bought and cane to 
2401 No.9 St.

Fred Hansel, my father, was born in Chico in 1838. He had 
one brother, George, and a sister, Elizabeth, and a widowed 
mother, ‘ihsy came to Indiana and the mother married a Lankford, 
Children to this union were Maria, Harvey, Lucy and Sally. George, 
my uncle, was killed in the Civil War. Noe had two sons: ike, Fred, 

Fred Hansel, fr., ny father’, narriea matilda iiiller, She 
was the daughter of Alfred Miller who Lived one wile west of 
Mansfield on a place known as the Miller Farm, ‘To this unicn was 
born Lora, Anna, Charles David, and Sissy. 

| On April 1, 1578, three covered Wagons Left Parke County, 
indiana for ifissouri with Fred Hansel end fanily consisting of 
four children, $500, and three good horses. They wound their way 
across the dirt roads and settled near Slue Sprins S8, Missouri. 
They made this trip because of sickness of the Mother, On August 
18, 1882 the youngest child, Sissy, died. On Septeuher 9 of the 
Gane year the wother passed away, leaving Pather with three children, 
15, 13 and & years of age. Father managed to keep us together until 
Lora marricd a widower with one child. 

In 1586 we left Jackson County, Missourt and went to St.Clair, 
County to Uncle Ben and Aunt Liz Irwins, Sister Anna marricd Sam 
Young and they had two children, We left St.Clagr County the next 
Spring and went back to Jackson County. I worked on a cattle ranze 
during the next sumser watering cattle and sister Lora had moved to 
Arkansas, Father and I left for Arkansas that Fall. We made the 
trip by train to Gainsville, APKANS aS, arriving for Christmas 


dinner, we took a few days before we started to look for work 
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and enjoyed ourselves; father went hunting. 
_ Work but none was to be found. All there was to do was work in 
the timber as the railroad was buying no ties and they had plenty 
of wood for their engines, 
Father said one evening that he was Going fishing. It was in 
the dead of winter. So the next morning we got a gun, ax, and a 
Shovel and went over on the Osage River where there was a mile 
of old river bed. We cut a hole in the ice, used a board to draw 
out the water and the fish, We got what we could carry home. The 
next day we took the team and with cross-cut saw and scoop shovels 
went back to the old river bed. we drew the water out with the 
Scoops. Not being very deep the fish were stunned with the cold, 
Therefore, we got fish cnough to meke a half berrel when dressed, 
After thawing in the Spring, Father went there egain and said there 
were tons and tons of dead fish, and people drove hogs in to eat then 
On March 22, 1&55 Father said to sister Lora, "We are going 
to hunt for work,” and she asked him if he had eny money. She 
Gave us $2.10 and I think Father hed in mind where we would go 
when we left. We looked for work, found none but kept Boing until 
we got to the Mississippi River across fron Cairo. ‘there were no 
bridges so we crossed by forry. The storekeeper told us to get 
on the boat, that he wouldn't put us off, but fathor refused, we 
went down to Charleston, No., got a job on a fern belonging to a 
doctor. We waited until 8 o'clock at night for him to come home 
to see about the Job. He hired us for $15 a month = both of us. 
He showed us where we would sleep, It was a little shack at the 


back of the yard. We went out there and he knocksd on the door 


my 
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and said, "John, open up,” end when the door opened, there was 

anegro. He lighted the lamp and went in and said, "John, you 

take a confort and cet on the floor." We took his bed, We ate 
from a little table in one corner of the room, as they brought 

all of our meals to us and the negro ate on a box in the other 

corner. 

We worked two weeks, The third Monday morning, which made us 
have three Sundays at his place, he said to Father, "You tay hook 
up the cattle this morning." Father replied that he was too old 
a man to work cattle, so the doctor sald, "Go up to my office and 
I will be up there to pay you." 

we waited for him until about 11 o'clock. when he came, he 
sat down, wrote out a receipt, and asked Father to sign it. Father 

soked at it and said, "That isn't richt." “why isn't it right?" 
asked the doctor, Father told him that we had worked two weeks 
and thet this would make 47.50. To be deducted from this was 25 
gents worth of washing and 25 cents worth of tobacco. The recelivot 
was for only £4. The doctor told Father that we were there thres 
Sundays and that he wes chsrging us a dollar a Sunday for our 
Board. Then Sather signed the receipt and we started from 
Charleston toward the river, Father kept growling about it and 
kid-like I replied that 1 wouldn't have signed the receipt. He 
said, "What are you g2ing to do, you are nothing but a tramp." 

We got to Bird's Point, “Missouri and crossed the river and 
found a cheap hotel for the night. Starting the next morning, 
we put in the day, The next day we got a job building fence for 


@ man who ran the post office and grocery store at either Ht.Carmel 


or Mt. Vernon. We were there a few days at a dollar a day and 
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board. When we got the job completed, we started on and crossed 
the Wabash River, 

The dey before we got to Vincennes, Father said, "We will not 
get any dinner today, for I believe we Will have cncough money to 
buy our tickets from Vincennes to Yerre Haute." Late that nicht, 
before we got a place to stay, they said we could stay if we 
wouldn't went any supper. Feather said that he would pay our bill 
in advances, as we wanted to get up early to catch the train for 
Terre Haute, “if you don't stay for breakfast, I won't charge you 
anything," 

At 5 o'clock we started for Vincennes arriving there just 
in time to catch a train. ke got into Yerre Haute about 1 o'clock 
with 50 osnts with which we got @ dinner. ‘Thon we started for 
Parke County, and got out of the city and caught a ride on a 
wagon for Coal Bluff, but on the road, Father found out that 
there was one of his Union soldier friends who lived close, so 
We stopped to see him for a couple of days, 

We then started for Uncle Jake Cole's in Parke County, 
arriving there about 5 o'clock in the evening and surprised them 
ery much, for they didn't know we were coming. That summer I 
lived wherever my hat was off and no place was I very much wolcome. 
Father got me a place to work for my board and clothes and I 
stayed about two ysars and one summer I got $13 and the next 
Summer I received *15, 

Father had got marrisd then and he wanted me to live with 


him and go to school. This I planned to do, but the teacher got 
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Sick at the besinning of the school, so I went to the country, 
Got a job digging potatoes, and went to sehool in the country. 


The next spring I got a letter from a former employer offoring

me 220 per month, but I wrote that I would rather stay where 

was. i made my boss a proposition thet I would stay for #16 and 

he said he could pay a good hand {20 and he did. "I will pay him 

more than any hand I have ever had and I heave hired hands for 

forty years," he said, I thoucht so much of this man thet I 

wouldn't go about the saloons or caré rooms for fear he would see 

me, ‘Therefore, I grew up to be a better man beeause of this 

influence. I was there two summers getting ts an ase that the 

plow handles tickled my hands and I thought that I would try 

something else. I went out as a book agent selling “our Home," 

This was something which I had not had for years, I was very 

Successful when I worked, but I had to take in all of the things 

to be seen in those days; this caused me to lese a good bit of time. 
That fall one of my uncles wanted me to come and work for him 

at 75 cents per day. We worked as long as the weather was good 

and then I got to losing too much time. Then I went to another 

uncle end I worked there that summer and that fall I changed to 

another farm, While I was working for this farmer, he rented the 

flour mill. I hed always been anxious to learn this trade (I had 

elready: asked the blacksmith to teach me that trade, but he would 


not take me because he 421d that it was too hard work). I was in 


the mill two years and on November 13, 1898 I married and they 
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raised my wages to a dollar a day. 

While I was working on the farm (1892-93) my boss sent me 
to see about sawing some logs which we had hauled over to tho 
saw mill. As I wandered down the street I came in contact with 
@ smnallish-like man smcking a stone pipe = a stranger in town, 
He said, "hen does school start?" I told him that it woula 
start in about a wcek or ten days, He said that he hoped they 
would get moved 20 that he could start to school, This stranger 
was the saw mill man and I married his daughter, 

that fall the mill changed hands and I was out for awhile, 
and then i got a job in a 150-barrel mill and was there two years. 
At the end of the first year a miller cuit and they gave me his 
job at 615 per week, Then the mill changed hands, they turned 
it into a corn mill and I was let out. By this tine we had one 
little one, so I advertised for a job in the mili journel. avery 
place which was offered would have taken all of the money I had 
to get to the job, Therefore, I went to work in the eoal mincs 
as @ coal digger, This cost me *25 to get into the union and 
when the first shot was fired that evening, I would have never 
gone back if I had my $25, I did keep on for a couple of years 
and then I got a job on top as weischt boss. we hed self-dunping 
Cages and the job paid £2.50 per day. I held this job for six 
or seven. years and we had 3250 saved. By this time we had two 
Other girls. i heard of an old mill which wes idle end I went to 
Sce about renting it. I made the deal at a rental of #30 per 
Month for the first year and 340 thereafter ovcr a period of

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At this tiuae the girls were all in school and my wife's 
sister had come to live with us, my brother-in-low was trustee, 
and uy wifo taught a term of school, I boarded that winter close 
to the mill and in the spring we moved. ‘This was in 19ll. I 
borrowed 41,000 fwom a friend that I had worked with at the mines 
and the mill was going along nicely. At the end of the fourth 
year I bousht the mill for 34,000. We worked along until the 
first world ar and, of course, business got good and I made good, 
Cur fourth child, a Banh was born in 1912. By the request of the 
government we ground a car load of flour. Things moved along and 
we were getting pretty well fixed. We had moved to the city (Terre 
Haute) so that we could educate the children, 

In 1933 I had a chance to sell the will and the man was so 
insistent on buying that I thousht that I would make him a price 
in which he would not be interested. I priced 1t at $20,000. He 
Came back with an offer of *15,000 on a Saturday. I told him that 
i would study it over. The next Friday morning I called him. He 
Came over and wanted me to go out with him for an hour or so ona 
business matter. when we came back I asked him to wait a few days 
ana let me study a little more, that I would not want to make a 
Mistake. He made the remark that he would not want to see me make 
@ mistuke, 

on Tuesday night the mill went up in smoke after standing 
126 years. I had insurance but, of course, not nearly enough. We 
boucsht a flour mill end a smell corn mill. ‘The flour mill being 
30 miles away from home, I made up my mind that it was too far to 


drive to work, so I sold both mills and quite 
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
